If Netflix had filed 'liiesday^s price- 
hike news in a movie genre, it 
would be either drama or horror, 

US* customers of the DVD-by- 
mail and^b-streaming service are 
storming the Internet to protest 
Netflix^s plan to increase the prices 
of its most popular packages. 

‘^Thc changes you guys have 
made in the last 4-6 months have 
turned me from a serious Netflix 
Geek into considering cancella- 
tion. It’s a damn shame,” wrote 
Justin Block, one of almost 6,000 
commenters on Netflix’s blog. 

Netflix’s Facebook page attract- 
ed more than 28,000 comments 
as of Wednesday morning, most 
of them critical of the move* And 
thousands o f consumers were voic- 
ing complaints under #DearNetf- 
lixonlwitter. 

Netflix has adjusted its of- 
ferings, separating physical disc 
mailings from Internet video. 

DVD -only subscrip tions start 
at S7*99 per month, the same 
price as a streaming-only plan* 

But a monthly plan that com- 
bines physical DVDs with Web streaming 
costs almost S16— a 60 percent price increase. 

For prospective customers, the new pricing 
structure went into cffectTuesday For current sub- 
scribers, the rates will change Sept. l. 


Netflix, which did not respond 
to a request for comment, out- 
lined the adjustment in a com- 
pany blog post* In the message, 
a spokeswoman was very upbeat, 
describing each plan as “^a terrific 
value.” 

Commenters werenY as enthu- 
siastic* 

^The only way that this is ter- 
rific for the customer is if you 
plan to offer your entire col- 
lection available for stream- 
ing,” wrote Scotty Fagaly, a self- 
described longtime c us tomer 
whose comment was “liked” 
more than 4,800 times. “Other- 
wise, this is just yet another way 
to choke more charge out of 
your customers*” 

Netflix has more than 
23 million subscribers, llie com- 
pany has a very popular online 
streaming program that’s avail- 
able on dozens of electronic 
devices, including computers, 
video-game systems, TV set-top 
boxes, smartphones and tablets. 
In Canada, Netflix offers only 
the streaming service, not the 

DVD mailings. 

However, the streaming program’s convenience 
is sometimes overshadowed by its lack of quality 
movies available for streaming, relate to those 
contained in Netflix’s extensive DVD catalog.

Boystown needs 
a reality check 

I still can't seem to get through the gruesome l^>uTube video of 
the stabbing that took place in Boystown on July 3, Tt shows Rubin 
Robinson, a 25-year-old black man from Englewood, being punched 
and kicked by sew^cral other black men. He then stumbles into a w^all, 
bloodied and wounded. 

The melee, which took place over Black Pride weekend, has 
become the latest example of what some Boystown residents say 
is an alarming increase in violence from — and Em paraphrasing 
here — the South and West siders who have started coming to their 
neighborhood* It’s not a race issue, they say; it's a safety issue. 

This recent spate of violence has caused some neighbors to create 
a “Take Back Boystown” page on Facebook, which implores local 
leaders to address the problems and has more than 3,600 ^iikes,” 

T get it. These arc some serious crimes taking place on their door- 
steps, and that's pretty scary But let's be honest: This outrage isn't 
about crime* It's about young black men and women coming to the 
North Side and making white people feel re ally uncomfortable* This 
is, in fact, a race thing, and the recent crimes are merely an excuse to 
vent veiled racism. I know it because I have experienced it. 

As a gay man from the South Side, I understand the plight of the 
youth who are congregating in Boystown. We have no place to go on 
the South or'Wfest sides where we can be ourselves. Boystown is the 
one place where we can be “us" without looking over our shoulders, 
worried about whether well be verbally or physically attacked. 

I don't visit Boystown as often these days, but it wasn't that long 
ago that I was that gay black teenager going to the North Side to 
walk around I lalsted, take in the openly gay atmosphere and mingle 
with the locals. My friends and T used the neighborhood as meeting 
spots to talk and laugh in ways that just wouldn't be possible on the 
W;st or South sides. 

But we didn't always get a warm reception. I vividly remember 
the strange looks from the locals that made us feel unwelcome in 
the one part of the city where we most wanted to belong. At the 
restaurants, service would be extra slow— even when the place was 
empty It wasn't overt racism, but the message was clear: We weren't 
always welcome. 

Many of the black men and women in their teens and 20s who 
hang out in Boystown do so because they don't feel comfortable 
being openly gay in their own communities. It can be frightening— 
and sometimes dangerous. Boystown residents should feel honored 
to have such a diverse group of people who want to be a part of the 
community. 

Like it or not, they're not going anywhere. Now, can we stop talk- 
ing about “taking back" Boystown from the people who so desper- 
ately need it and start talking about how we can all get along?

Midnight screenings of “Harry Potter and 
the Deathly Hallows: Part 2” were sold out 
Wednesday at several theaters across Chi- 
cago. The eighth installment of the wizard 
movie saga opens at 12:01 a.m. Friday 

Among the theaters to sell out: I'he New 
400 Theaters in Rogers Park, which is 
showing the movie on two screens at mid- 
night. Tickets to all 260 seats have been 
bought, said Tom Klein, theater co-owner 
and general manager. To prepare for the 
bombardment of Potter fans, Klein made a 
huge order this week for all the concession 
fare. 

Klein suggested getting in line for the 
movie an hour before showtime— at 11 p.m, 
Thursday Moviegoers can claim seats once 
they are let into the theater half an hour later, 

“With these big shows, no one really 
shows up late,” Klein said. “This is like a big 
deal. People want to see this thing begin- 
ning to end.” Latecomers will get the worst 
seats, he said. 

“We warn them it’s a sellout. Someone 
has to sit at that comer seat right up front 
and people know it going in,” Klein said. 

Tor this midnight showing, nobody 
bought blocks of tickets, as has happened 
in the past, he said. 

“People who get here first will get their 
pick of seats. If we’re not around and some- 
body blocks off a couple seats for their 
friends, good luck trying to hang on to 
them,” he said. 'Any time you have a sellout 
in anything with the entertainment busi- 
ness— even a big rock concert— people are 
going to be arguing over space.” 

AMC Theatres, including the River East 
21 and Loews 600 North Michigan 9, typical- 
ly allow people to save seats “within reason,” 
said Ryan Noonan, corporate director of pub- 
lic relations. It is up to the managers’ discre- 
tion to define what is within reason, he said. 

“If guests start arriving early in the day, 
the theatres will be prepared and well be do- 
ing all we can to get gtiests seated in the au- 
ditoriums as early as possible,” Noonan said. 

Tor movie fans who don’t like general 
admission seating, there is another option. 
'The ShowPlace ICON at Roosevelt Col- 
lection in the South Loop allows “Harry 
Potter” moviegoers to buy their tickets on- 
line and reserve their seats for the midnight 
showing on any one of its 16 screens.

So the teen began working at Aliceas Bar-B-Q 
in Bronze\ille and quickly impressed Johnson 
with his work ethic, his friendly personality and 
his skill at cooking ribs “quick and tender.” 

“I le was bad on that pit. I led cook that meat 
tender,” Johnson said. 

Joshua Hudgins was working the night shift 


Monday as he did six or seven evenings a week, 
when he stepped outside about 9 p.m. A light- 
colored car approached and opened fire at a 
“little gangbanger” who happened to be walking 
by according to friends who were with Hudgins. 

I'he shooter missed and instead hit Hudgins, 
34, in the chest, killing him, according to a co- 
worker and police. Hudgins, of the 4900 block 
of So uth Champlain Avenue, was a “no nonsense” 
man who was focused on providing for his chil- 
dren, Johnson said. 

“Fve known Josh since he was born. He was a 
family man, and he was respected. That’s why it 
is such a shame,” he said.

The victims— eight men and one woman— were between the ages of 18 
and 34, RedEye data shows. Twenty-two homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Police recorded 42 homicides in July 2010, RedEye found.

INDIA ROCKED 

OFFICIALS DUB BLAST 'TERROR ATTACKS’ 


□ MUMBAI Three bombs rocked crowded dis- 
tricts of Mumbai, India, during rush hour 
Wednesda}^ killing at least 2i people in the big- 
gest militant attack on India’s financial capital 
since 2008 assaults blamed on Pakistan-based 
militants. 

India has remained jittery about the threat 
of militant strikes, especially since the Nov 26, 
2008, attacks that killed 166 people and raised 
tensions with nuclear-armed archrival Pakistan. 

At least 141 people were wounded Wednesday 
and the death toll was at least 21, the Home Min- 
istry said in statements about what it called “ter- 
ror attacks” centred mainly on Mumbai’s jewelry 
markets. 

There was no immediate claim of responsibil- 
ity for the blasts. 

“This is another attack on the heart of India, 
heart of Mumbai. We will fully meet the chal- 
lenge, we are much better prepared,” Prithviraj

The biggest blast was at the Opera House, 
which now is an area where diamond jew- 
elry is sold and is a hub for diamond traders. 
Pakistani-based militants carried out a bloody 
rampage in 2008 near this area. 


Chavan, the state’s chief minister, told an NDTV 
broadcaster, referring to the 2008 attacks. 

Home Minister Palaniappan Chidambaram 
also said “terrorists” were to blame. 

“The blast occurred at about 6.45 p.m. [local 
time] within minutes of each other. Therefore, 
we infer that this was a coordinated attack by 
terrorists,” Chidambaram told reporters. 

At least one car and a motorbike were used in 
the coordinated attacks in which improvised ex- 
plosive devices were believed to have been used, 
officials said.

WWE’s John Cena expects 
rude welcome when he faces 
Chicago’s CM Punk on Sunday

John Cena loves Chicago— even if the feeling isn’t 

exactly mutual. 

The eight-time WWE champ and two-time 
world heavyweight champ made his debut at Allstate 
Arena in 2002 and headlined Wrestlemania in the 
same venue four years later. In his opinion, Chicago 
has one of the three best wrestling crowds in the 
country along with New Abrk and Philadelphia. 

But the Chicago area also is where Cena— the 
face of WWE and this generation’s Hulk Hogan— 
was cursed out by the crowd in 2006 as he inducted 
former Bears star and Wrestlemania 2 participant 
William “Refrigerator” Perry into the WWE HaU of 
Eame at Rosemont Theatre. 

“Chicago fans greeted me with a ‘{bleep} you, 
Cena’ chant,” Cena said recently over the phone 
from Sydney Australia, where WWE was tour- 
ing. “Chicago fans cheer and boo who they want. 
They’re great fans whether they like me or not. 
They show you how they feel. I don’t like crowds 
that sit on their hands.” 

The anti-Cena sentiment seems to have grown 
since then— think of Cena as the N. Y. Yankees in 
jean shorts — and it could reach a boiling point at the 
Money In the Bank pay-per-view Sunday at Allstate 
Arena (Coincidentally the same Cena-Aanks com- 
parison was made on “RAW” just hours after I filed 
this article). Cena will defend his WWE title against 
Lockport native and Bucktown resident CM Punk. 

Cena has long claimed that the boos don’t bother 
him and said he actually is hoping for a hostile, 
anti-Cena environment. 

“It would make for an interesting moment,” 

Cena said. “Those are the instances you most 
remember. CM Punk is truly very proud of his city, 
and I think the city embraces him for it. He wears 
the Chicago flag on his trunks. Whether it will be 
more anti-Cena or more pro-CM Punk, I think it 
will really be great.” 

Adding drama to the match is the revelation that 
Punk is leaving WWE after the match, whether he 
wins or not. Punk’s exit has been rumored on the 
Internet for months due to his expiring contract

and was turned into a storyline recently when he 
voiced his behind-the-scenes frustration with 
WWE on “Monday Night Raw” 

During the rant. Punk slammed WWE CEO 
Vince McMahon for surrounding himself with “yes 
men” and said the company has underachieved 
from a business standpoint. 

As for Punk’s complaint that The Rock doesn’t 
deserve to headline Wrestlemania, WWE’s biggest 
show of the year— seeing how he left WWE for a 
Hollywood career as Dwayne Johnson — Cena said 
he understands where Punk is coming from. 

“Here’s a guy [Punk] who literally is a pure-bred 
wrestler, who loves the business and loves being 
able to go out and compete,” Cena said. “I can 
understand his frustration. But you can’t ignore the 
attraction of The Rock being involved.” 

Cena himself has been heavily critical of The 
Rock for leaving wrestling— why hasn’t he been as 
critical of Punk’s upcoming departure? 

“I know he’s not going to leave wrestling,” Cena 
said. “He’s leaving WWE. There’s a difference. 

CM Punk doesn’t feel he’s been treated properly 
in WWE. We’ve had this problem before. MVP 
was another one who felt he wasn’t treated well and 
has gone on to have a prolific career in Japan. Same 
with ATf ain. 

“I have more respect for a guy who leaves the 
company to better himself in another territory But 
all roads lead back to Rome. If you’re successful, 
you’ll find your way back.”

The U.S. swept into the final of the sixth 
Women’s World Cup with a convincing 
3-1 victory over France in the semifinal 
Wednesday in Moenchengladbach, Ger- 
many 

The Americans will play Japan in Sun- 
day’s final in Frankfurt. 

Goals by Lauren Cheney Abby Wam- 
bach and Alex Morgan were more than 
enough to overcome a talented French 
team that did more of the attacking but 
could not turn those offensive forays 
into goals. 

“This is our dream,” said Wam- 
bach, whose last-minute goal tied the 
quarterfinal with Brazil, allowing the 
Americans to go on and win in a penalty 
shootout. ‘At this point, it’s all about 
who wants it more. I just have a belief 
in this team and everybody feels it. We 
had to play nearly perfect. In the end 
we’re in the final and that’s all that mat- 
ters.” 

The tie-breaking goal in the 79th min- 
ute came off a corner kick by Cheney, 
who had scored the first U.S. goal in the 
ninth minute. 

Cheney’s corner found the head of a 
charging Wambach, and the striker pow- 
ered the ball into the French net for her 
third of the tournament. 

No sooner had U.S. fan celebra- 
tions died down in the crowd than the 
Americans put the game on ice with a 
third goal. This time it was Morgan who 
scored. 

In Wednesday’s later semifinal, Japan 
beat Sweden 3-1 in Frankfurt.
